gradaally overcoming thia drawback. 
The time U very near when In ur- 
gent cases, portable apparatus will be 
used to transmit flngcrprlnts direct 
from the scene of the crime to Scot- 
land Yard records, It was predicted. 

As the technique nf wire and radio 
transmission Improves.

New York.— The Department of 
Justice Is seeking to break up an or 
ganlaatlon of Jewel thieves, Whose 
opcrntlons were described by J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, chief of the division of 
InvestlgaUpn, as the most extensive 
racket "turned up" by hia men tn 
recent years. 

llhcA Wbltloy, chief of the New 
York bureau, announced that the ■I>e' 
partraent of Justice la Imiulrlng Into 
the 1185.000 gem robbery at the Mi- 
ami (Fla.) Blltmore hotel, In which 
Mrs. Margaret Uawkesworth Bell, 
former dancer, was the principal 
victim. 

The ring of Jewel thieves. Hoover 
said, appeared to. have operated all 
along tlie eastern seaboard, with mem- 
bers of many prominent families 
among their victims. The procedure 
of the ring, according to flrst reports 
to Washington ofllclals, appeared to 
have been to steal Jewels, which were 
later restored to the owncra after 
pnynicuts of substantial rewards. 

In the Miami development of the 
case, .Mr. Hoover charged that tlie 
gems stolen from Mrs. Bell were re* 
covered Id a lock box In Miami- The 
earlier slory that the Jewels had been 
placed In a police automobile by au 
unknown person was branded a hoax. 
The key to the lock box. and direc- 
tions how to reach It, according to 
Hoover, were supplied to the Miami 
police by Noel Scaffo, New York pri- 
vate detective who ha"a ngiired In the 
recovery of the loot of other ■ Jewel 
thefts. 

Scflffa, against whom no charges of 
wrongdoing were made, spent four 
houra recently before the federal 
grand Jury here, and bla attorney. 
Isldor Bregoff. commented that It was 
strange that the private detective, 
who freiiuently represenU Insurance 
coropanlea In their search for atolen 
Jewels, "slio'uld have been called Just 
before the Miami trlaL"
